GOOD START, AND SOUND DOCTRINE. 


T 


HE Republican proposal to establish a tariff be- 
tween the United States and the Philippines 


meets vigorous opposition at the hands of the Dem- 
ocratic members. A bill imposing duties was intro- 
duced promptly alter the decision of the supreme 
court, that the Philippines are not foreign territory 
and the Republican members of the Ways and 
Means committee as promptly made a favorable re- 
port. The Democratic opposition is stated in the 
minority report which says in part: 


"Tie measure isJ»ut another step in the well 


market line of imperialism. It is enacting a policy 
of pure colonialism, and the worst form of that pol- 
icy. 
We are f>:>nosed to our government attempt- 


ing to lif-M territories as colonies and treating the 
inhabitants thereof as subjects and imposing upon 
them a government of force. This is the method of 
the empire instead of the Republic." 


That is sound Democratic doctrine. 
The coun- 


try must listen to a thorough di?cussion along these 
lines before the Philippine question is settled. 
The 


report declares that the tariff proposed was in effect 
prepared by the Secretary of war and that he has 
exercised more power than most kings. The Ding- 
ley tariff is declared to be a trust breeding measure, 
and the report insists that the trade we are secur- 
ing in the Philippines is not worth what it cost. 
It 


shows that our portion of the island trade last year 
was but little over $5,000,000, the profit to the Unit- 
ed states amounting to but little over one million, 
which is but a paltry sum when we consider the 
other side of the account. This is the economic 
side of the question. Taking another view of it the 
Democrats say: 


"We do not believe that the people of those 


islands can be made citizens of our republic without 
gross injustice to our people and without doing vio- 
lene° and irreparable injury to our institutions; nor 
can we hold them as subjects without the most rad- 
ical changes in our form and theory of government, 
-which we are unwilling to see inaugurated." 


The bill has passed the house by practically a 


party vote and the Republican majority in the sen- 
ate will enable its passage there. But the Demo- 
cratic protest will be heeded by the country if not 
by congress. The minority has made a good start, 
although the caucus resolutions to define the policy 
of the party were not adopted. A square dissent 
in this case followed up by honest argument does 
the party more good, and more clearly defines its 
policy than any or all of the resolutions that might 
be framed.
